It is un- 
derstood that Aguinaldo and his cab- 
inet left in that direction two days ago. 


The Approach to Malolos. 


This morning the baggage trains of 


the Americans were brought up, and 
the bridges were repaired. Our sco'uts 
reconnokeredi the'country to within a 
mile of Malolos. They did not find the 
enemy, in force, but discovered scat- 
tered bottles of Filipino soldiers and 
about 2,000'natives, who were retreat-. 
lug to the eastward. 


At half past.5 o'clock Gen. McArth-ur 


resumed his advance from half a mile 
beyond 
Guiguinto. 
The Nebraska, 


South Dakota and Pennsylvania volun- 
teer's were on the rigiht of the line. 
They met with some opposition from 
the enemy, who were in the woods, but 
soon drove them out. 


• Half a mile further on tliey had an- 
other engagement with the rebels.'with 
the usual results, the enemy standing 
for a little time, and then fleeing pre- 
cipitately.

Although there were 
three lines of strong 'entrenchments 
along the track, the .'enemy made 
scarcely any defense there. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and his staff were walking on 
the track abreast of the line,, with 
everything quiet, when suddenly-they 
received a shower of bullets from 
sharpshooters in trees and bri house- 
tops; but these were - speedily dis- 
lodged:

The .enemy's loss was apparently 


small, the jungle affording them such 
protection ' that the Americans were 
unable to see them and In firing were 
guided .only by the sound of the Fili- 
pino shots. 
The American, artillery 


was handicapped for .the-same reason. 
' The hospital work is remarkably effi- 
cient, as it has bean, throughout the 
whole campaign.

tically the end of the real fighting in 
the Philippines. -The outcome, it is 
believed, has broken the backbone of 
the revolution, and many of the rebel 
who have not been captured will lay 
down their arms.

with the manner id which the Amer- 
icans have swept on re'ialstleasly',. sur- 
mounting innumerable .obstacles with- 
out, faltering. ' .
